fast-paced tour of southern 
Africa, 

Certainly, there was nothing 
particularly revolutionary in their 
appctarance. in sharp contrast to 
the gun-toting Fidel Castro who 
Preceded then. 

But Mr. Podgsorny had long 
talks with the three southern 
African presidents, avoided press 
conferences and showed a diplo- 
matic aplomb that belied the old 
Stereatype of the “ugly Russian” 
stumbling about Africa. 

Perhaps the one shortcoming 
of the trip from the Sovict view- 
point was his limited exposure 
to the public. except bere in Ma- 
puto, where be stroJed down the 
main boulevard with President 
Samora Machel and addressed 2 
public rally. 

The Soviet leader's trip was 
dismissed by many Western diplo- 
mats in the capitals he visited as 
mostly a flag-waving exercise 
that was long overdue, given the 
many top-ranking U.S. and Brit- 
ish peace envoys who have passed 
through these same capitals in 
the last year. 


Beyond Ceremony 


The Podgorny visit was more 
than a flag-carrying ceremony. 
however. It brought home to 
everyone—his African hosts, the 
white rulers of Rhodesia and 
South Africa and the West—the 
growing importance of the Soviet 
Union in the violent course of 
events in this part of the world. 

Furthermore, it signaled the 
Soviet intention to consolidate 
close ties with African nationalist 
leaders and movements Hkely to 
be ruling soon in countries pres- 
ently under white domination. 
This policy has already borne 
Moscow rich fruit in Mozambique 
and Angola and it could well do 
80 again in Rhodesia, South-West 
Africa (Namibia) and South 
Africa, 

The Soviet President got vary- 
ing receptions in the countries he 
visited—cordial but unemational 
in Tanzania, surprisingly warm in 
Zambia and extremely enthusias- 
tic here in Mozambique. In all 
three, it was clear that the So- 
viet Union is coming to be re- 
garded as the main outside factor 
in the southern Africa liberation 
Struggle and the only possible 
protector of the “front-line” 
states, 

Even the Tanzanians, who 
showed the least enthusiasm for 
their Soviet visitor. are now 
turning toward Moscow to beef up 
their air and ground defenses. 

In short, the Soviet Union 
seems to have succeeded in mak- 
ing itself indispensable to both 
the “front-line” states and the 
African Uberation movements. a 
strone diplomatic and military 
position from which to expand 
its mfluence. 

Badicalization 

Moscow can now reasonably 
aspire to become the dominant 
outside power not only in Mozam- 
bique and Angola, with which it 
has signed friendship and mili- 
tary treaties, but also in Rhode- 
sla and South-West Africa if the 
African nationalists take over 
there. ‘This. in effect. is likely to 
ensure the radicalization of 
southern Africa that former Sec- 
retary of State Henry Kissinger 
Was 50 anxious to prevent. 

President Kenneth Kaunda of 
Zambia is perhaps a bellwether of 
the changing attitude of black- 
ruled southern Africa toward the 
Soviet Union. 

A year apo, strongly pro-West- 
em in his leanings, he warned 
Africa about the Soviet “tiger and 
its marauding cubs" and cas- 
tigated Moscow for its involve- 
ment in the Angolan civil war. He 
was also supporting Mr. Eiissin- 
ger’s search for a peaceful solu- 
tion to the Rhodesian and South- 
West African tangles. 

Today. he is praising the Soviet 
Union for its military assistance 
and inviting Moscow to step up 
its arms shipments to increase 
the tempo of the war in Rhode~- 
sia. 

“You have come at the Tight 
time.” he told Mr. Podgortiy at 8 
banquet in his honor. “The situa- 
tion tn southern Africa is tensed 
up by the refusal of racism. 
fascism and colonialism to yield 
to the pressures of the people 
they exploit.” 

‘The black countries want arms.

Guernica Plans to Expose Big Lie

GUERNICA, Spain, April 5 
(NzT)—For four decades, the 
big lie has hung over this Basque 
city, whose very name has he- 
come a symbol of the horror of 
total war in this century, 

OCutside of Spain it has been 
established beyond dispute that 
on April 26, 1937, Heinkel and 
Junker planes of Hitler's Condor 
Legion. sent to Spain to support 
Franco's armies, bombed, strated 
and destroyed the civilian heart 
of Guernica, which is on the Bay 
of Biscay near Bilbao. But the 
day after the onslaught, Franco's 


propaganda machine began to 
spread the lie that the city’s 
Basque defenders had burned ft 
—a lie thet the dictator insisted 
on throughout his life, 


“Until France died, you could 
not talk about it,” said Javier 
Laucirika, a former champion of 
the Basque game of jai alai, who 
survived the raid, “They just 
took you off to jail Now we 
can talk about it—and I think 
we will talk about it even more.” 


‘The people of Guernica, which 
for centuries has been the sacred 
town of the Basques, hope to

China Remains Silent on Teng 


On Date Hinted for His Return 


PEEING. April 5 (CReuters).— 
China's annual Ching Ming festi- 
val, which last year erupted into 
violence, took place without in- 
ciden! today while the political 
situation of the once-powerful 
Tene Hsiso-ping remained a 
mnystery. 

For weeks. Chinese officials 
have hinted that the former vice- 
Premier, a victim of last year's 
purges. would soon be rehabilitat- 
ed. Some set April 5 as the date 
of his return to office. 

Bur there was no word of Mr. 
Teng today and the normal Ching 
Ming activities, honoring the 
dead, were not observed in Tien- 
anmen Square. 

Last year, thousands of pro- 
Tene sympathizers turned the 
festival into a demonstration 
against the then-dominant radi- 
eal faction. It ended with riots. 
arson and some deaths. 

Ceremonies Banned 

Today. it appeared that the au- 
therities had banned any cere- 
monies in the square, where Work- 
men are building 2 mausoleum for 
Mao Tse-tung. 

‘The martyrs’ monument, a gra-~ 
mite pillar which last year wes 
surrounded by piles of wreaths 
and plastered with written trib- 
utes to the late Premier Chou En- 
lai, was bare today. 

The monument was partly hid- 
den behind the wooden fence 
ringing the mausoleum construc- 
tivn site. 

No crowds gathered. Correspon- 
dents saw no attempt to repect 
Isst Jannary’s poster campzign. 
when numerous wall posters were 
stuck to the fence demanding Mr. 
Teng's return to office. 


Tt was the first Ching Ming 
festiva: since Mao's death 1."

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Lack of Funds a U.S. Urban Blight

CHICAGO, April 5 (NYT),— 
This city is going without new 
traffic signals and skipping street 
repairs, Seattle will mow grass 
in its parks less often. And 
animals in Atlanta’s zoo are 
having to make do With a less 
costly diet, 

Different cities are finding dif- 
ferent wars to tighten theéir belts 
as throughout the nation there 
is ἃ measurable decline in the 
amount of money that munici- 
palities have available to spend. 
The situation has caused a de~ 
eline in the quality of life that 
urban Americans have come to 
expect, 

New York City's problems have 
received more publicity than those 
of other municipalities, and some 
would argue thet cutbacks there 
have been deeper than anywhere 
else, But a survey of 16 cities 
makes it apparent that New York- 
ers are not the only urban people 
coping with reduced services and 
higher prices for services that are 
still provided. 

Tn 15 of the cities that were 
surveyed—Los Angeles was the 
exception—the money shortage, 
exacerbated in some areas by the 
most severe winter in a century, 
has eaused 2 decline in the good 
life that at one time may have 
meant daily trash pickup, buses 
every five minutes, @ firehouse 
in the neighborhood or 2 police- 
man on the block. 

Essential Areas 

Many of the cuts have been in 
essential areas, such as fire and 
police protection and health ser- 
vices. Some are in areas that 
might be considered less essential, 
like parks and playgrounds, but 
that contributed to the quality 
of life and gave a city its special 
characteristics. But whatever they 
are choosing to cut, the cities 
reflect a new attitude that was 
summed up by Susan Scarpulla, 
San Francisco's federal programs 
Specialist: ‘We're lowering our 
expectations tremendously.” 

The cities in the survey were 
New York, Chicago, Los Angeles, 
Philadelphia, Newark, NwJ., Bos- 
ton, Hartford, Conn. Cleveland, 
Banses City, Atlanta, Detroit, 
St. Louls, San Francisco, Seattle, 
New Orleans and Raleigh, N.C, 

New York's cutbacks have af- 
fected every major agency in the 
nation’s biggest city, On Dec, 31, 
1974, New York employed 294,522 
workers. As of last Sept. 30, there 
were 238,627 on the city payroll. 

Sanitation officials have con- 
ceded that New York's 6,000 miles 
of streets have never been dirtier, 
especially during the winter 
months, Vincent Barba, director 
of operations for the Department 
of Sanitation, said garbage col- 
lections had been reduced to three 
times a week from five. 

There have also been cutbacks 
in police patrols and bus routes 
and some neighborhood firehouses 
have been closed. 

7 Any Big City 

But besides New York, living in 
just about any biz city nowadays 
is a little less pleasant and a 
little more expensive than it was 
8 few years ago. Some examples: 

@ Chicago is considering selling, 
because they are unprofitable, 
some of its 12 parking garages 
and 40 parking lots that provide 
cheaper service to the public than 
private facilities, An official re- 
ported that the city's funds from 
its motor fuel tax were so low 
that there was not enough money 
for new traffic signals or to repair 
the gaping potholes in many 
streets. City bus service hes been 
cut back. 

© While no fire stations have 
been closed in San Francisco, 
several are being run as “satel- 
lite companies” staffed by an 
officer and one firefighter. 

ὁ Seattle is traditionally proud 
of its healthy life, but now the 
Brass in the park will be trim- 
med less often because of a 
$400,000 cut in the parks budget 
and the streets are dirtier be-

© In New Orleans. trash col- 
lection is down to twice weekly 
irom three times a week, the 
library now closes on Sundays 
and, lacking money to repair its 
incinerators, the city shut them 
down and made agreements with 
private companies for garbage 
disposal, 

@ Phijadelphia is closing down 
General Hospital, its only public 
hospital. because of the cost of 
Operating it. Last year, the city 
eliminatel from its six-year 
building plan 79 projects, includ- 
ing 32 playgrounds and swimming 
pools, a library, a health center 
and a district police station. 

® Garbaze collection in Atlan- 
ta 15 down from twice to once 2 
week, and plans to construct a 
new police headquarters and jail 
bave been shelved. The city also 
trimmed the food budget for the 
city coo from $110,000 to $90,060. 

In Newark, Mayor Eenneth 
Gibson and the City Council are 
in conflict over proposed budget 
cuts that, the mayor contends, 
“could seriously jeopardice the 
city's ability to deliver essential 
city services to its citizens.” 

And Boston residents are see- 
ing fewer or no foot patrolmen 
in Some sections; there was @ cus 
im community school programs, 
and what used to be year-round 
swimming facilities are now open 
only in the summer because of 
the high cost of heating them. 

The reaction by residents to the 
growing list of service reductions 
has been mixed, with more pri- 
vate grumbling than public pro- 
test. “People feel that as an 
alternative to raising taxes, ser- 
vices have to be cut.” said Glau- 
ais Delmonaco, director of Bos- 
ton’s Office of Public Service. 
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and Comforts 


There have been some protests. 
Demonstrations in San Francisco 
resulted in restoration of hours 
cut at emergency aid stations. 
In Seattle, a group called Friends 
of the Library forced the City 
Council to rescind much of a 
i0-per-cent cut in library funds, 
and a public outery when the 
city wanted to drop 27 firemen's 
jobs resulied in elimination of 
only nine positions by attrition. 

Los Angeles alone seems ta 
have escaped serious problems so 
far. but financial problems have 
led many cities to become de- 
pendent on federal funds. The 
relationship pleases some 
municipal officials but disturbs 
otbers, 

“We woukin’t be here today if 
it weren't for federal programs 
that have been implemented over 
the last two or three years,” said 
Ralph MePharlin, supervistoz 
budget analyst for the Detroit 
Budget Department, 

Wiliam McNeill, acting budget 
director of Boston, commented: 
“If the federal government should 
withdraw its support, there is na 
reasonable way that the city, in 
its present financial condition, 
could attain the level of services 
without astronomically raising 
the tax rate.” 

On the other hand. Berlyn 
Leiker, Kansas City budget direc- 
tor, complained that federal 
funds raised hopes in cities and 
citizens, then disappeared. He 
said the city had once received 
$18 million annually in commu- 
nity-development moner, but 
now got $14 million, 

“About the time we get the 
interest of the community gear- 
ed up, we receive funds in de- 
clining amounts for the next 
year. How fair is that?” he ask- 
ed. “What's the point in it?" 


Congress Report Says Crisis 
In N.Y.C. Is Bound to Worsen

WASHINGTON, April 5 (NYT). 
—The General Accounting Office 
reported to Congress yesterday 
that New York City's fiscal and 
economic base was continuing to 
deteriorate and that prospects for 
halting this trend “are not 
bright.” 

Because of its economic decline, 
the city may “fall short” of its 
goal of a balanced budget by 
June 30, 1978, the GAO said, re- 
porting on its studies, mandated 
by Congress, of the citr’s three- 
year emergency financial plan 
1975-78) and of the long-term 
fiscal outlook (to 1985). 

The GAO serves Congress as a 
fiscal watebdog and makes in- 
depth policy examinations. It 
drew these major conclusions yes- 
terday: 

e The city will face extra- 
ordinary financial pressures late 
in the 1970s and in the 1960s. 

4 Declaring municipal bank- 
ruptcy will not solve the city's 
Problems. 

© The city will continue to find 
it difficult to cut axpenditures be- 
cause many of the so-called 
“easier” cuts have been made. 
Very large budget expenditures 
are mandated br long-term con- 
tractual obligations (such as pen- 
sions and debt service! or by 
federal and state programs (such 
as welfare and Medicaid), 

© Further euts in municipsl 
Services can have the effect of 
spurring more middle-class people 
—and jobs—to leave the city, and 
that flight in the 1960s and 197(s 
Was ἃ major reason for the city's 
present situatio. 

The GAO studies were ordered 
in 1975 when Congress approved 
the three-year “seasonal aid" pro- 
gram to tide New York City over 
cash shortages. Under that pro-

Mayoral Elections in U.S 


Test Busing 


and Radicalism

WASHINGTON, April 5 (WP, 
—The impact of two emotional 
issues of the past—school busing 
and radicalism—were tested today 
in mayoral elections in California 
and Wisconsin, 

Voters in nine cities with more 
than 100,000 population will elect 
mayors, but the nationwide atten- 
tion is focused on Los Angeles 
and Madison, Wis. 

The school-busing issue has 
been exploited in Los Angeles by 
State Sen. Alan Robbins, one of 
11 candidates challenging Mayor 
Tom Bradley for re-election. 
Mr, Bradley, a former police lieu- 
tenant, is a black in a city where 
blacks are a distinct minority. 
The city’s schools are under a 
court desegregation order that 
could require cress-town busing. 

In Madison, incumbent Mayor 
Paul Soglin, 31, is belmg chal- 
Jenged by Anihory Ameio, 25, 
who contends that Mr. Soglin’s 
reputation as a radical gives 
Madison a bad name, Mr. Sogiin 
has traveled twice to Cuba during 
his second term and Mr, Amato 
has msde an issue of it curing 
the campaign. 

Flections also will be held tod2y 
to replace two congressmen who 


accepted posts with the Carter 
administration. 

In Atlanta, Wyche Fowler jr., 
the president of the City Council, 
will face John Lewis in a runoff 
election to fill the vacancy ereated 
by the appointment of Andrew 
Young as ambsssador to the 
United Nations. 

Both men are Democrats but 
differ on common-site picketing 
ang repeal of right-to-work laws, 
which Mr, Lewis favors and Mr. 
Fowler opposes. Mr, Fowler, a 
white, led in the primary election 
and is favored. Both he and 
Mr. Lewis, a black, have striven 
to keep racial issues out of the 
campaign. 

In the Washington 7th District 
vacated by Brock Adams, whom 
President Carter named secretary 
of Transportation, voters will nar- 
row a field of 25 candidates down 
to two for a runoff election 
May 17.

Kill 26 in U.S. 


NEW YORE. April 5 (ΑΡ᾿.-- 
Tornadoes whirled across Ala- 
bame, Mississippi and Georgia 
yesterday as heavy spring rains 
triggered large-scale flooding in 
Kentucky. Virginia and West 
Virginia. The weather disturban- 
ces left at least 26 persons dead, 
two persons missing and thous- 
ands homeless. 

Authorities said a dozen tor- 
nadoes touched down in Alaba- 
ma, killing at least 20 persons.

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Shrinking Into Complexity 


There was a tme—not long sgo—when 
the arrivai of th: President of Egypt in 
Washington would have been an overwhelm- 
ing event. The fact that it occurred during 
Holy Week and Passover mignt have given 
tise to some pharaonic comparisons. but it 
would have been the thing itself that dom- 
inated news and comment. 

No one would deny that Mr. Sadat's visit 
to the United States. at this moment of 
mingled bone and uncertainty for the fate 
of the Middle East. is significant: few couid 
fall to pray that from the talks in Wash- 
ington something concrete may emerge as 
a foundation for a new Geneva conference. 
Yet so much Js now in flux in today's world 
that the Sadat journey can only be part of 
that intricate process whereby a world 
shrinks Into complexity. 

For whatever Mr. Sadat and Mr, Carter 
can contribute to the Middle East, there re- 
mains the fact that the official Soviet press 
is still rumbling about its government's turn- 
down of U.S. initiatives toward the reduction 
of strategic arms. 

And Mr. Podgorny has left behind him 
some half-tempted. half-suspicious African 
governments that may find it difficnit to 
combine on what once was the great Afri- 
can issue: majority rule in Zimbabwe, Na- 
mibia and South Africa. Indeed, will this 
matter come to an issue before some open 
break between Zambia and Angola? And 
will Marxism smooth over the differences 
between Mosiem Somaliland and Christian 


Ethiopia? For that matter, will the grant 
of Moslem autonomy in the Philippines end 
or emphasize the efforts of Islam in the Far 
East, which is recovering so slowly from the 


.end of U.S. intervention in Southeast Asia? 


And while this last problem leaves un~- 
solved the question of the U.S. presence and 
the Park conduct in South Korea, it is a 
jong way from the economic problem of 
Britain or the political ones impending in 
France, Portugal and Spaln—to say nothing 
of Italy’s virtually chronie po.itical unease. 
Nor, for that matter, does it fully explain the 
state of affairs in Cyprus where. we are as- 
sured, there is no stalemate—but no visible 
sign of progress. 

Myr, Carter, Mr. Vance and Mr. Brzezinski 
will, doubtless. have a0 of this on their 
minds along with some questions about the 
smuggling of goods and aliens across the 
long U.S.-Mexican border and what could 
occur on the shorter, but still critical, boun- 
dary between the United States and 8 stir- 
red-up Quebec: they will at least have some 
hopes of relief from the worst strains of that 
sea border in which the United States and 
Cuba compete for fish, 

But surely all this will not diminish the 
importance of Mr. Sadat’s arrival—rather, 
it should impress both the new administra- 
tion and those who voted it into office that 
the actual conduct of foreign affairs is far 
Temoved from debating them during a cam- 
paign, answering questions about them at 
press conferences. and writing eammentaries 
in Jearned magazines. 


The Retreat From Moscow 


Not since Napoleon has there been 2 more 
disorderly retreat from Moscow than that 
conducted by Secretary of State Vance last 
weekend, In the presence of the journalists 
vith the party. he and his aides met Soviet 
rejection of their strategic arms control 
proposals with a tight upper lip and a show 
of determination to keep on negotiating. The 
‘word nonetheless shortly leaked out that the 
Vance party felt the United States had 
gtievously miscalculated its baptismal ap- 
proach to the Kremlin by presenting too am- 
’ bitious and demanding an offer in too public 
and blunt a manner. Mr. Vance may not 
be responsible for the leaks, But if his views 
have been accurately portrayed, he is almost 
certainly making a dubious and gratuitous 
self-appraisal with very unhappy implica- 
tions. The thrust of it is that the Russians 
should be excused for their negative response 
and the United States should eat crow and 
come back to the table with proposals more 
suitable to Soviet taste.

Needless to say, the Russians lost no time 
seconding this motion. They have been 
pouring into every available U.S. ear in Mos- 
cow laments about the Carter administra- 
tion's negotiating style and, in. particular. 
its supposed tendency to abandon commit- 
ments made by the previous administration. 
Pravda intoned solemnly on Sunday: “It is 
now up to the United States.” It is a for- 
midable performance but our own eyes are 
dry. The charge of inconsistency 15 simply 
unfounded, Mr. Carter offered the Russians 
essentially the last Ford proposal, a rela- 
tively modest measure that they had rejected 
before and that they rejected again last 
week. ΑΒ an alternative, he offered a much 
bolder proposal for genuine reductions of 
offensive strategic arms. 

There is a more plausible explanation of 
Soviet polley. It is this, Mr. Carter posed 
the Russians some tough choices. They 
chose not to respond. One ean think of 


various explanations. including the hope 
that by hanging tough they could coax out 
@ sweeter offer without making any con- 
eessions of their own, Another possibility 
is that Leonid Brezhnev's illness may have 
induced in the Soviet political system an 
inability to take large and important deci- 
sions—something Similar to the condition 
that afflicted the U.S. political system at the 
height of Richard Nixon's Watergate immo- 
bilization. 

This is not to say that the U.S. tactics 
were flawless. Quite the contrary. As we 
suggested earlier, Mr. Carter may well have 
laid the human-rights issue on too thick 
Though the Russians had adequate fore- 
warning, the scope of the prtoposals Mr. 
Vance brought ta Moscow probably did 
startle them, Certainly there were no 
grounds for expecting quick Soviet approval. 
But these are hardly the determinants of 
Soviet policy in an area so crucial as strate- 
gic arms. To confuse the expressions of a 
Sovie| manner with a failure of U.S. sub- 
stance 15 unjustified. Analytically it is ques- 
tionable and politically it is needlessly dam- 
aging to assert that U.S. “miscalculation” 
was somehow the engine of a great diplo- 
matic debacle. 

* *k * 

Fortunately, the situation is not irredeem- 
able. The essence of the U.S. position—to 
trade limits on the U.S, weapons that Mos- 
cow most fears for limits on the Soviet 
weapons that Washington most fears in 
order to hold a strategic balance—remains 
sound, The details of it as presented in 
Moscow are hardly cast in conerete. The 
Russians may need a while to decide to look 
closely at it. The United States should use 
the interval to regain its internal balance 
and to contemplate the tactics best sulted 
to gain a fair hearing for an approach that 
is, we believe, firmly in the -muotnal Soviet- 
US. interest.

25, ran off five games in 2 
row for the second set and seem- 
ed ready for his third tourna- 
ment in succession, following vic- 
tories at Washington and La 
Cesta, Calif. and a victory over 
Ross Case in the United States- 
Australia match. 

It was not to be. Big Stan 
looked like the Simith of 1972, 
8. Vintage year that brought him 
the world's No. 1 title that Gott- 
fried now appears on the verge of 
taking, From 1-all in that third 
set, Smith turned the clock back, 
pile-driving to the net and Jung- 
ing for volleys that appeared to 
be past him.

NBA’s Refs 
Vote Strike 
For Playoffs 


NEW YORE. April 6 (NYT).— 
Twenty-four of the 26 National 
Basketball Association referees, 
meeting im Chicago yesterday, 
voted to strike the league play- 
offs scheduled to start next week. 
They also voted to empower their 
executive committee to take pos- 
sible strike action before the 
reguiar season ends Sunday. 

It appeared unlikely, however, 
that the players, who have been 
constantly feuding with the rel- 
erees, would support them in the 
event that they strike, The play- 
ers are organized into the Na- 
tional Basketball Piayers Asso-~ 
ciation. 

Richie Phillips, a Philadelphia 
attorney, who recently took ofer 
representation of the referees and 
has formed them into the Na- 
tional Association of Basketball 
Referees, said: 

“We feel that since the NBA 
has continued unfair Jabor prac- 
tices, we are entitled to strike 
before the regular season ends. 
‘We leave that question up to the 
executive committee which can 
take up the matter this week." 

Two referees are not im the 
association. Earl Strom never 
joined and Richie Powers resign- 
ed from the group Jast week when 
it threatened to strike. 

The referees’ current two-year 
contracts end Sunday. Thrir 
base pay is $18,000 a season, but 
salaries were negotiated on an in- 
dividual basis. 

Phillips said the referees were 
seeking to include ἃ cost-of-liv- 
ing clause. severance pay and in- 
surance benefits in a new con- 
tract. He said they also wanted 
to learn why ther have been 
banned from attending race 
tracks and they wanted an arbi- 
tration punel in the event ref- 
erees are let go or not rehired. 

Phillips said he would be in 
Philadelphia today to meet with 
the National Labor Relations 
Board. which has been advised of 
the labor dispute and presumably 
will contact the NBA concem®g 
The meeting.

I answered the letter by 
guessing that the mysterious powder was 
a mixture of wild Provencal herbs, suitable 
for flavoring stews, and that in all proba- 
bility the formufa was peculiar to her two 
little old ladies, I suspect that there is 
no standardized version of férigowlade. if 
that is its name, speakers of Occitan 


being. thank God, a3 little standardized 
as their language. 

If any reader is privy to the nature of 
this seasoning, I would be happy to hear 
from him or her, but I dont guarantee 


an answer. That depends on the direction 
of the wind 

I next dived greedily into the pile of 
mail, having spied a bilky envelope ‘bear-" 
ing the letterhead of my agent, I knew 
sabes raphe to Be. tn it? copies of ἃ con- 
tract I bad signed a week earlier, now: 
duly countersigned by 2 solvent publisher 
and accompenied by a piece of paper 
known in the book-writing racket as an 
Enabling Appropriation and in banking 
circles ag a check. 

So what was in it? A photograph of a 
mid-16th-century Itelian palnting forward- 
ed by my agent on behalf of the Menil 
Foundation of Houston, which wanted my 
expert opinion on if, This was flattering 
if injudicious, for it just happens that 
mid-léth-century Italian painting is one 
thing about whiek 1 know nothing beyond" 
what the Jate Bernard Berenson has al- 
ready communicated to the public in 
general, 

Is turned out, however, that the Menil 
Foundation did not want my opinion on 
the brushwork or the use of the palotie 
knife (did they have palette knives in the. 
mid-16th century?); it wanted sextronemle 
information. 

The picture was entitled “allegory,” and 
what if was allegorical about was 
South America at the time when the ‘con- 
quistadores began dealing with it. The 
continent was Tepresented by what was 
supposed to be a South American 
Indien woman, and what the Menil 
Foundation wanted to know was: What 
are the foods under her hand (assum- 
ing they were foods) and what are 
the fruits in the platter before her? The 
fruit, they thought, might be elther cher- 
ries of crab apples—the Intter, they re- 
marked, were known in Europe only as 
coming from America—for f was their 
supposition that the ertist was depicting 
South American foods, 

I went to work with a magnifying glass 
and returned whet I suppose must have 
been a disappointing opinion. The food 
under the lady's hand looked to me like 
pastries, inckuding two examples of the 
familiar European barquette; I doubted if 
they could have been made with the only 
flours known to the time and place—maize, 
which is crumbiy, and cassava, which is 
sticky. 

I then turned to the fruit, which was 
definitely not cherries, and I thought not 
crap apples efther—in both cases, the 
artist would have been in the wrong bemi- 
sphere. ἵ expressed the opinion that even 
if Northern Europe associated the crab 
apple with Aerica (despite the presence 
of vast groves of crab apples in England), 
the Italians probably did not, for it is 
doubtful if, at the time the picture was 
painted, they even knew if existed. In 
short. I produced the brash opinion that 
the Menil Foundation was barking wp the 
wrong tree in assuming that the artist was 
trying te depict South American foods, of 
which 1 suspected he knew about as much 
as I did of mid-16th-century Italian paint- 
ing. If that had been his object, I remarked, ° 
how could he poasibty heve omitted from 


. the fruit platter the ‘most typical and 
‘what, to a European of that period, must 


have seemned the most spectacular of 

America’s hitherto unknown foods. the 
pineapple. " 
- The platter on which the fruit. was 


- displayed, I pointed out, was European’
